Herut trying to postpone presidential elections

TEL AVIV. — A number of Herut 
ΜΈ are trying to have the presiden- 
tial elections postponed now that 
Prime Minister Begin's candidate, 
Prof. Yitzhak Chavet, evidently 
stands little chance of winning. 

At the same time rumours are buz- 
zing in the Herut party that Begin — 
rather than suffer a blow to his 
prestige in the election of the 
Liberals’ Eltimelech Rimalt — will 
pull a rabbit out of his hat when he 
returns from America and perzonal- 
ly nominate Lebour's Yitzhak 
Navon. 

Herut's Haim Corfu, chairman of 
the coalition executive, confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
efforts are under way ‘‘to re- 
schedule the presidential elections."" 
These are due to be held on April 5, 
the last day before the Kneasset's 
Pessah break. But, according to law, 
they can be scheduled as late as April 
29. 


This, according to Corfu, would 
free the Prime Minister from the 
pressure of time and would give 
everybody in the Likud an opportuni- 
ty to try to avoid a rift. 

Liberal MK Avraham Sharir told 
The Post yesterday: “Should Herut 
merely want an extension of a few 
days, I do not think that we would 
make a case of it. But if it is a matter 
of delaying tactics to prevent the 
election of Elimelech Rimalt, we will 
firmly oppose it. This is e serious 
matter and plenty of time bas been 
given to the selection of candidates."" 

Corfu and other Herut ΜΈΣ refused 
to comment about the possibility that 
Begin would himself nominate 
Navon to thwart the Liberals. Corfu 
said he could say nothing untii he has 


‘talked with the Prime Minister. 


Navon had been urged by his 
Labour Party to stand for the ¢lec- 


Ἴ tions, but finelty declined to do so, 


chiefly because the lack of Liberal 
support would have robbed him of 
any chance to win a majority. Ἵ 

Queried about this poasibllity by 
The Post. Navon refused to say thaf 
he would not accept the Prime 
Minister’s nomination. He termed 
ihe πὐκευσθοα, “hypothetical at this 
point." 

The head of Jerusalem's Labour 
branch, ME Uzi Baram, seid yester- 
day that should ‘‘an offer come from 
Begin, Navon may well reconsider 
the situation and there is a good 
chence he'll accept..

HAIFA. — Labour Party chairman 
Shimon Peres yesterday called for 
united support of all Israelis for the 
Israel Defence Forces operation in 

South Lebanon. 

“When the army carries out an 
operation across the border. the na- 
tion must stand united behing it," he 
told a group of Technion students. 
“We must stand together when our 
young men, at the orders of the law- 
ful government, risk their lives in dif- 
ficult conditions.”

Arab terrorist organizations have, 
over the last decade, killed an 
average of one person every three 
days, wounded more than twice that 
number and held a total of 2,755 aa 
hostages — according to a report 
Soon to be released by the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith. 

These statistics are part of an 
analysis of 865 terrorist actions ir: six 
Continents from September 1, 1967 
through December 1. 1977. Arnold 
Forster, associate director and 
general counse! of the League. 
released some of the highlighta 
yesterday in the wake of the terrorist 
outrage on the Tel Aviv-Haita 
highway on March 11. Prepared by 
the ADL's research and evaluation 
Gepertment, the report is meant to 
document the Palestine Liberation 
Organization‘s grisly record of terror 
and serve es an information source. 

Funded primarily by Saudi Arabia 
aad other Arab countries, the PLO is 
composed of some 20 terror 
organizations, according te the ADL. 
White ita main τ ig the an- 
olhilation of the Jewish state. 
Forster points out that, nevertheleas, 
many of Its victims have also been 
Christians and Moslems. 

The study in terror includes 308 
bombings in 20 countries and 2168 
attempted bombings; bomb threats 
and plots in 26 countries; 180 
shootings in 11 countries; 11 
assassinations in nine countries; 15 
arsons in three countries and 19 hi-

jackings in 14 or ,the skies above 
them. The report thus dispels the 
prevalent notion that the PLO preoc- 
cupation with Israel frees the rest of 
the free world from worry. 

Israel is still the prime target, ac- 
cording to the ADL — as the site of . 
four out οἵ every five bombings, nine 
out of every 16 shootings, three out of 
every four arsons and more than half 
the assassinations. At least half — 1,- 
776 — of all the terrorists’ victims 
have been Israelis. On the average, 
14 Israciis have been killed or injured 
every month In the fast decade. 

Most of the terrorists’ victims were 
innocent men. women end children

engaged in the peaceful pursuits of 
everyday human beings, Forster’ 
said. The targets included “families 
asleep in their beds and children at 
school." 

But foreign diplomats have not 
been immune. The report notes that 
terrorists have murdered American 
diplomats in Lebanon and the Sudan 
and unsuccessfully attempted to 
assassinate former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, the late 
Israeli Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion and Jordan's King Hussein. 


Aside from conventional attacks, 
the PLO's tactics have Included 
letter- and parcei-bombs, rocket and 
bazooka attacks, home-made bombs 
Placed in garbage cans. 
handgrenades tossed into crowded 
public places and seizure of em- 
bassies. 

Forster decries the fact that 
“despite this bloody record ..., the 
‘UN has legitimized the PLO, and its 
representatives are accorded 
diplomatic recognition by many free 
nations." The ADL calis on the U.S. 
and other civilized nations to outlaw 
the PLO and international terrorism. 

“The facts that we are presenting 
may prove useful and timely in light 
of the State Department's announced 
review of its policy on the PLO," 
Forster stated. ‘‘We hope that the 
nations of the world will adopt due 
legislation against organized PLO 
terrorist activity, making Israeli cor- 
rective action, such as is presently 
being undertaken, unnecessary,"' he 
concluded. 


Pressure on South Africa tennis leaders

TEL AVIV. — The special Inquiry 
commission of the international Ten- 
nis Federation (JTF), which visited 
South Africa last month, is to recom- 
mend that the Republic be exciuded 
from both the Davis Cup and Federa- 
tion Cup competitions, unless the 
South-African tennis authorities set 
up one united, non-racial governing 
body to administer the sport by May 
31. 


This far-reaching recommendation 
will be submitted for approval at the 
ITF's management committee 
meeting in Monte Carlo in April, The 
Jerusalem Post was told on Monday 
by Austrian Tennis Federation presi- 
dent Theodor Zeh. He was a member 
of the four-man delegation which 
spent a fortnight investigating tennis 
conditions all over South Africa. The 
group was Jed by France's Philippe 
Chatrier, President of the ITF. 

Zeh has been here for the just- 
concluded Davis Cup tie between 


Israel and Austria at Ramat 
Haahbaron. 

In a special interview, Zeh said 
that the law in South Africa forbids 
racial discrimination !n tennis, but 
some clubs violate the law. 


At present there are three bodies 
governing the game: the South 
African Tennis Union, which is for 
whites; the South African Lawn Ten- 
nis Union, for Coloureds, and the 
South African National Lawn Tennis 
Union, for blacks. The delegation 
met with the leaders of ali three 
groups and of other sports 
organizations, and also with Minister 
of Sport Piet Koornhot. 

“Our aim is to put pressure on both 
the white and non-white tenzis 
authorities to form one controlling 
body without delay." said Zeh. “If 
they cannot get together, South 
Africa should not be accepted for any 
team competition organized by the 
ITF." 


As far as the Davis Cup is concern- 
ed, South African Tennis Union presi- 


dent Blen Franklin recently stated 
that his country might quit the com- 
petition under protest next year. He 
explained that 12 nations have in- 
timated they would refuse to play 
against South Africa, making’ the 
Position of the Republic untenable. 

Zeh, who is a board member of the 
25-member nation European Tennis 
Association, said that he would 
strongly recommend some sort of an 
official link being established 
between the European hody and the 
Israe} Lawn Tennis Association. Last 
year, the European association turn- 
ed down an application for 
membership from the ILTA for 
“geographical reasons.” Israel at 
present belongs to the Asian Lawn 
Tennis Federation.

It would be ideal as a 
winter training venue for European 
players, as well as for tournaments 
organized by the European associa- 
tion or the ITF, he said.

— Three young gunmen 
shot and killed the director of Spain's 
troubled prisons system yesterday in 
an ambush outside his home in a 
fashionable district here. 


old Jesus Haddad, as his wife was 
waving good-bye from a balcony.

The gunmen, who had hidden 
weapons under their jackets, fired at 
Haddad through a rear window after 
he had taken a seat in the back of his 
official car, police said. 

Haddad, 2 Social Democratic 
lawyer who had held the top prisons 
post since December, had no police 
bodyguards because of his own 
desire not to use official protection. 
His driver fell to the ground during 
the attack and was not hit. 


The prisons chief was the sixth 
Spaniard to die in political violence 
in the last two weeks. Four of the 
deaths occurred in the Basque 
region in action by the terrorist 
group ETA. ἢ 

The attack followed the death in 
Madrid's Carabanchel Prison on 
March 13 of ἃ 25-year-old anarchist 
held on charges of possessing ex- 
plosives.

Begin will brief troubled American Jewish leaders today

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister Begin 
ends his American visit this after. 
noon in the game way he began it — 
by touching base with the American 
Jewish community.

. when Begin stops over to meet brief- 
ly with them en route home from an

:. spoke movingly of Israel's deep year- 
τ ning for peace. 

An eventful 10 months later, a

τς Before he set out on his Washington 
τι Journey four days ago, Begin met 
τ privately with Henry Kissinger and 


Jater with Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler in New York. Both were 
visitors qualified to provide an in- 
formed reading of the mood in the 
U.S. and — certainly in Rabbi 
Schindler's case — in the American 
Jewish community, as Begin 
prepared for his important 
negotiations. 

Rabbi Schindler would probably be 


the first to point out that no one »er- - 


son speaks for the six million strong 
Jewish community. lt is too diverse 
and scattered, too fragmented into a 
maultitude of organizetions — and of 
individuals standing aloof from for- 
mal identification — to yield a 
monolithic view. Even the 32 bodies 
grouped within Rabbi Schindler's 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations Conference 
cannot cleim to speak for all Jewish 
organizations. 

That an identifiable Jewish consen- 
sus exista, however, can be deduced 
from the very strength of the ad- 
ministration attempt over the past 
few months to influence it. Begin's 
visit was preceded by a softening up 
operation as top U.S. officials sought 
to sway opinion in the direction of ad- 
ministration views. 


A reasonable description of the 
limits of that consensus would focus 
on a basic commitment to Israel's 
security. Bayond that, views range 
from indifference to sharp differen- 
tlation between hawks and doves on 
specific issues. 

Earlier this year, Rabbi Schindler 
reportedly informed Begin that ad- 
ministration campaigning against 
Israel's “illegal” settlements was 
having a cumulative effect on public 
opinion in the U.5., including Jewish 
opinion. 

How much weight the Premier 
gave this assessment it is difficult to 
know. 

Most Jewish professionals agree 
that they feel a greater degree of con- 
cern over the defensibility of con- 
troversial issues than many among 
their larger constituency. The 
further one moves away from day to 
day concerns, the more views tend to 
take on ἃ fundamentalist hue. hue. 

There is grass-roots sentiment, say 
communal leaders, that Jews have 
been pushed around long enough. 
Some link this feeling with a 
reportedly growing interest among 
younger Jews in the history of the 
Holocaust. 


Yet it is the professionals, with 
their access to pressure points, who 
make their weight felt more readily, 
Whether their sentimests are’ffifly 
‘mown to the Prime Minister'is not 
clear. 

Here too, serious issues have a way 
of getting involved in politics of the 
mundane variety. A case in point was 
the sequence of events that led to the 
decision to have Rabbi Schindler 
stay on as chairman of the 
Presidents Conference. The decision 
has evoked some private grumbling 
among those who feel coincidence 
hag been strained by the event.

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THE INITIAL and partial reports emerging from Washington 
on the Carter-Begin talks which speak in terms of ‘“‘confron- 
tation," “blunt talk" and ‘‘frosty atmosphere" should occasion 
no surprise. News reports out of the American capital, some if 
not most of them responding to White House and State Depart- 
ment prodding, have been speaking of just such an American 
reception for several weeks now. 

Moreover, the atmosphere surrounding Mr. Begin's present 
visit conjures up the nearly forgotten reports of the ‘‘brutal"’ 
nature of President Carter's meeting with former Prime 


Minister Rabin last March. 


The reported tenor of the present talks would seem to indicate 
ἃ worrying consistency in Mr. Carter's view of Israe] as the 
recalcitrant party in the planned ‘‘peace process,"’ whether the 
process was called "Going to Geneva”’ in the pre-Sadat era, or 
“Responding to Sadat’s Courageous Initiative”’ after it. 

In ‘the light of such an assessment, Mr. Begin's declaration, 
following his first meeting with President Carter last July that 
there was ‘no confrontation"’ between the two governments, 
begins to assume its correct proportions of being wishful think- 
ing. It was simply a misreading of the intentions behind the 
kindly treatment the new president had decided to accord to Mr. 


Begin. 


To be sure, responsibility for this consistency in the Carter 
Administration's position on the Arab-Israel dispute and to the 
steps which should be taken to defuse it cannot be laid at Mr. 
Begin’s feet. Nor at Mr. Rabin's. 

Rather, explanations should be sought in the wider context of 
the Carter Administration's reading of America's global con- 
cerns: detente with the Soviet Union, use of the Arabs and es- 
pecially of Egypt 85 its Cuba-like proxy in the fight for Africa, 
and a near panic-stricken sensitivity to the role of Saudi Arabia, 
its of and its billions in petro-dollars. 

These are not new factors. They were all present, certainly in 
embryo, last March. The difference between last March and to- 
day is in the weakening of support for Israe] in the Congress, the 
mass media and public opinion, including Jewish opinion, which 
could have served to brake the translation of the Ad- 
ministration's nebulous ideas into hard policies and actions. 

Even this development is not completely new, as its main 
lines have been abundantly evident to all who wished to see, for 


a number of months. 


The greatest immediate danger which may grow out of 
yesterday's confron‘ation in Washington is that it will deflect 
the attention and energy of our political community to internal 
wars over who is to be held responsible for the dangerous 
decline in relations with our major, and nearly sole, supporter 


on the international scene. 


Attention should now be focused on the question of what is to 


be done to reverse this decline. 


Certainly it should not be sought by submitting to American 
demands which involve unacceptable risks to Israel's security. 
But neither can it be brought about by tactical inflexibility and 
obtuseness such as that displayed by the Begin government in 


_the past few months. 


The time has come to rethink our positions rather than to dig 
in defiantly. It is to be hoped that Mr. Begin and the government 
will now engage in such a reassessment of our positions and 


strategies.

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THE LEBANESE ESCALATION AND MR. BEGIN 


NEVER BEFORE has an Isreeli 
Prime Minister had at his disposal 
such a finely-honed instrument of 
pollcy as the army of today. And 
never before has the military instru- 
ment of policy been used so ineptly as 
now. Never before have gut reactions 
been so recklessly substituted for 
calculating stateamanship. and 
potential political asseta been 80 
rapidly converted into political as 
well as military Wabilities as by the 
rash ection in Lebanon — however 
efficient it may have been from the 
viewpoint of military technique. 

The foul carnage wrought on 
March 11 by the PLO's murder squad 
left all Israelis enraged and yearning 
for reprisal. For many, mere 
revenge no longer seemed enough. 
The Prime Minister correctly 
reflected the public mood when he 
said that the arm of terror must be 
eut off. World public opinion, too, un- 
derstood — with few exceptions — 
that the atrocity of a fortnight ago 
was a casus belli for Israel. The PLO 
itself so understood it — and pulled 
out its men from southern Lebanon. 

Had Mr. Begin been capable of do- 
ing more than respond to the public 
mood and to the expectations of the 
entire world, the PLO included; had 
he been able — as a Prime Minister 
should — to temper the universal 
desire for retaliation with calm 
calculation, he would have acted 
differently, on the strategic as well as 
on the tactical fevel. 

Mr. Begin was due to leave for 
Washington the day after the 
maurderous attack. The focus of his 
talks with President Carter was to 
have been, as it 1s now, the problem 
of the Palestinians of the demand 
for ultimate Israeli withdrawal from 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

If ever Mr. Begin needed a 
dramatic argument against military 
withdrawal from the West Bank — 
the PLO provided it that fateful 
Saturday. In terms of his own line of 
reasoning — with which i disagree — 
he could have confronted President 
Carter with this flagrant proof of the 
dangers inherent in a PLO- 
dominated atate. Instead, he wasted 
it utterly and, by ordering military 
retaliation on the most massive acale 
ever, shifted attention from what the 
PLO did to what Israel has done. 


THAT NO significant PLO forces 
remained in southern Lebanon by 


The badly conceived escalation of the-

Lebanon has further frittered away

The expectation that Israel would 
be able to hold on to, or to exercise 
effective military control over, a 
stretch of Lebanese territory suf- 
fictent to deny the PLO thelr prox- 
imate bases of operation can only be 
termed a gross caze of political self- 
delusion. 


Had {t been possible to maintain 
such a hold until, say, a reconstituted 


mitted, things got out of control. 
Israe] expanded its drive to the 
Litani river. thereby that 
what might possibly have been 
accepted as an act of legitimate self- 
defence would instead give rise to ac- 
tion to force immediate evacuation of 
the area. 


The predictable result of the 
military was the invita- 
tion to Mr. Waldheim's soldiers, who 
will soon create a screen that is in- 
penetrable in one direction only — 
from south to north. The diplomatic 
slap in the face administered to 
Israel by the U.S., which was ada- 
mant about pushing through the 
Security Council resolution a few 
hours before Mr. Begin was due to 


arrive in America, was thrown in for 
good measure. 


‘NONE OF THIS ahould be taken as 
hindsight criticism. All the facts and 
all the possible consequences were 


known — not just predictable -- by _ 


Tuesday night, when the operation 
was launched. 

One is tempted to interpret Mr. 
Begin's decision to choose this, 
rather than a number of other alter- 
natives, in Machiavellian terms: 
that he opted for the massive strike 
into Lebanon with the ulterior motive 
of submerging the impending con- 
flict with the U.S. over the lnter- 
pretation of Resolution 242 and the 
peace talks with Egypt in 2 more im- 
mediately dramatic event. 

I believe that a much simpler ex- 
planation comes much closer to the 
truth, although it is, in the last 
analysis, much harsher: that the 
Prime Minister's choice of policy is 
but one more demonstration of hia 
political incompetence. it is consis- 
tent with previous acts of omission 
and commission on Mr. Begin’s part 
which, however different from one 
another, have had one element in 
common: the inability to disentangle 
reality from oratorical verbiage, and 
the consequent belief that one can 
successfully telk oneself around the 
facts or out of real problems. 

Such was the purely declaratory 
response to Sadat; such was, and still 
is, the attempt to reinterpret Rezolu- 
tion 242 so as to mollify the Geula 
Cohens and Moshe Shamira of his 
own party opposition. There can be 
little doubt that this time, too, Mr. 
* Begin will argue fiercely to hoid on to 
Lebanon or at least to win a token 
ejection of the PLO from the area 
adjacent to our borders. 

His arguments will, one can take it 
for granted, be eloquent; ancient 
history, the Holocaust, the Soviet 
threat, and much legalistic finesse 
will all be mashalled to his aid. None 
of this, however, is likely to change 
the reality that Mr. Begin seems, in- 
creasingly, unable to grasp.

Trade between Israel and

TEL AVIV. — Excellent prospects 
exist for stepping-up trade and in- 
vestment between Israel and South 
Africa. This was stated by & 
spokesman of the ten-man group, 
representing the Manufacturers 
Association, which recently returned 
from a week-and-a-half trip to South 
Africa. 

The group had ‘intensive con- 
tacts’’ with South African 
businessmen and officials in 
Cape Town, Durban. Port Elizabeth 

- and Johannesburg. The Israelis were 
the guests of the South African-Israel 
Chamber of Economic Relations. 

Specific proposala — “some of 
which appear very firm, while others 
apparently are onjy tn the ‘contact’ 
stage’ -— range over a wide field. 
For exampie, the South Africans are 
interested in exporting to Israel, for 
Processing and sale here and in 
Buroge, a variety of fruit concen: 
trates not available in Israel, such 88 
that of the guava. They are also in- 
terested In selling sugar to Israel. 

Conversely, the South Africans 
showed interest in buying proéessed 
foods of many kinds and high levels 
from Israel. One firm was even in-

terested in setting up a joint food 
processing plant in Israel for sales 
both here and abroad.

The idea — proposed several 
months ago — would sharply reduce 
the price of a long-distance call and 
somewhat increase the price of a 
local call — to a point where both 
would cost the same to the caller. 

Amit said a feasibility study of this 
scheme suggested that the change 
would attract so much telephone use, 
that the national phone network 
would soon collapse under the strain. 

On the possibility of transforming 
the Communication Ministry’s 
telephone service into a public cor- 
poration, Amit said the service was 
definitely lucrative enough to attract 
sufficient private investment money.
